Central Labor Council dele- 
gates approved a recommenda- 
tion Monday night that all 
affiliates pay per capita tax to 
it for their full membership or 
face expulsion. 

The recommendation was con- 
tained in a report by the labor 
council’s trustees: Charles Jones, 
Food Clerks 870; William 
Stumpf, Steelworkers 3702, and 
Ben Tusi, Building Service Em- 
ployees 18. 

The report was also signed by 
Robert S. Ash, CLC executive 
secretary. 

The trustees’ report was ap- 
proved by the CLC Executive 
Committee last Friday. It rec- 
ommended the move to meet 
current expenses but listed two 
other alternatives: raise the per 
capita tax, or reduce expenses. 

Trustees considered the first 
step unfair and the second un- 
wise. 

In line with the trustees’ rec- 
ommendation, representatives of 
all unions not now paying full 
per capita tax will be invited to 
a meeting to discuss the matter. 


with NLRB; 
others join 


The Alameda County Building 
Trades Council has joined a 
number of other building trades 
councils filing unfair labor 
practice charges against 
contractor groups for locking 
out unionists. ; 

J. L. Childers, Alameda County 
BTC business representative, 
said this week the charges wete 
filed with the National Labor 
Relations Board against: Asso- 
ciated General Contractors, 
Home Builders Conference and 
Engineering and Grading Con- 
tractors Association. 

The building trades councils 
are asking the general counsel 
of the NLRB to issue an injunc- 
tion against employers who are 
locking out unionists. 

PAY FOR TIME LOST 

Pay for working days lost he- 
cause of the lockout is also 
sought. 

The BTC’s filed the action on 
behalf of unions having pacts 
with sub-contractors on AGC 
jobs, as well as those of the 
other general contractors in the 
big associations. 

They pointed out that the un- 
ions have no dispute with the 
sub-contractors, and members 
could continue working were it 
not for the lockout. 

The lockout was started by 
the AGC and other general con- 
tractors’ organizations last week 
in retaliation against a strike 
against them by the Laborers 
Union in Northern California, 
which started May 1. 
IRONWORKERS’ CASE 

Last Friday, the Ironworkers 
filed a court action against a 
San Mateo County contractor on 
a school job, charging that he 
had violated a no-lockout clause 
in their contract.

ballet All six are endorsed by the State AFLCIO as important 
to the future of our rapidly growing state. 

Here is what they would do: 

@ PROPOSITION 1: California's schools will be swelled 
by an additional half million more pupils by 1964. 

This proposition would provide for $200,000,000 in state 
bonds to continue a carefully controlled program of grants 
and loans to local school districts, in operation for 13 years.

@ PROPOSITION 5: Our state’s beauty spots are being 
grabbed up by private interests.

Berkeley school bonds 


At least two Berkelely elementary schools are fire hazards.

Silent banshees 


Certain self-styled patriotic characters scream like wounded 
banshees whenever unions strike at a job where there is nuclear 
fission on the premises. Even though it is not a defense project, 
the Laborers Union specifically avoided shutting the Bechtel 
Corporation's job at General Electric Co.'s Vallecitos Atomic 
Laboratory near Pleasanton. Bechtel is building a nuclear re- 
actor which will, when completed, produce electric power for 
PGGE transmission lines. 

This, however, didn’t stop the Associated General Con- 
tractors from locking out all union construction workers at the 
Bechtel job May 15. And we haven't heard a peep from those 
who usually scream the loudest.

IN PUBLIC PROBLEMS

The full story of Francis 
Dunn’s qualifications for the job 
of representing the new Ninth 
District of California in the Con- 
gress of the United States has 
not yet been told.

before its doors were open this 
year. 


@ When an opposition group 
began circulating petitions 
against the new library, Super- 
visor Dunn appointed two lead- 
ers of the opposition group to 
the Library Advisory Committee, 
where they became strong sup- 
porters of the new library. 

@ Supervisor Dunn made it 
| clear that he did not want the 
| Library Advisory Committee to 
|be a rubber stamp for him or 
for anyone else. When the com- 
mittee first recommended an 
architectural firm of which 
Supervisor Dunn did not per- 
sonally approve, he nevertheless 
Supported the recommendation 
as a matter of principle. 

My experience with Super- 
visor Dunn has led me to the 
conclusion that he is the kind 
of man whe can point the way

WHY AGED 
MEDICAL 
CARE BILL? 


From AFLCIO 


Paying for health care throug 
the time tested social security 
system is the only common sense 
method of minimizing the trag- 
edy that illness imposes on 
older -people. 

Only in this way can they re- 
ceive benefits as a matter of 
right. There is no means or in- 
come test—no proof of poverty, 
no visit to the welfare office. 

Benefits can be the same no 
matter where the patient lives. 
And he can choose his own doc- 
tor and hospital. 

The new federal payments 
can supplement whatever he or 
his children provide through in- 
dividual effort and resources or 
union bargained plans. 

Financing can be assured 
through a small increase in 
social security contributions by 
people still working. 

Persons already retired would 
pay nothing but would share in 
the new program just as they 
have in past improvements if, 
old age, survivors and disability 
insurance. 


LIFETIME PROTECTION 

Three out of five elderly citi- 
zens have incomes under $20 a 
week ... three out of five have 
no health insurance protection. 

And yet the health needs of 
older people are three times 
greater than those in their 
working years! 

Huge medical bills are a 
serious threat to the security of 
the great majority of aged 
Americans—one that can be re- 
moved only by providing health 
benefits through social security. 

Voluntary health insurance 
cannot do the job. Only two out 
of five of our elderly citizens 
have any form of such protec- 
tion, and much of that is in- 
adequate. A 

It can be cancelled. It has 
lifetime ceilings. It is costly. It 
may exclude existing conditions 
or require a physical examina- 
tion. 

The most widely advertised 
policies cost $6.50 or $850 a 
month per person and often pay 
less than half of daily hospital 
charges for up to only 31 days. 

The nation’s welfare agencies, 
hospitals and Blue Cross plans 
would be considerably strength- 
ened by the enactment of health 
benefits through social security. 

Public welfare agencies now 
spend $400 million a year for 
health care for the aged. Many 
hospitals have large and grow- 
ing deficits. Blue Cross keeps 
raising rates, partly because it 
includes retired people withow) 
charging them more than the 
community rate. 


KERR-MILLS? 


Congress in 1960 provided 
more federal matching funds to 
states wanting to provide better 
medical care for the aged 
through their programs of public 
assistance. 


By the end of last year only 
a handful of states had sub- 
mitted plans to the federal 
agency. Many states will have 
trouble finding necessary funds. 
Others will have difficulty get- 
ting new laws passed. 


The addition of social insur- 
ance benefits would enable -pri- 
vate organizations and the 
state to do a much better job 
for those who would have to 
ask them for aid. 


The proposed health benefits 
through social security foll 
well established patterns of pay- 
ing the cost of such care. They 
do not involve supervision or 
control over the practice of 
medicine. 

Providers of service are paid 
on the basis of reasonable cost 
agreed to by them and the Sec- 
retary of Health, Education and 
Welfare. No hospital or other 
agency is forced to participate.
